INDIANA 


Echoes of the 6re«t Battle. 


The eyes of the whole country are 


upon the Hoosier state just now, whioh 
fact renders the following compilation 
of news from that region peculiarly in- 
teresting. The Indianapolis correspon- 
dent of -the Chicago Times says, in 
summing np the situation : 


The vote this year in Indiana will be 


larger than it ever was before. 
It will 


probably approximate 480,000. Porter 
will receive many thousand votes more 
than Ben Harrison did in 1376, and 
Landera will forge ahead of Williams. 
It will be a surprise if either obe is 
elected by a majority greater than four 
thousand five hundred or five thousand, 
about one per cent, of the total vote of 
the state. If the Qreenbackers stand 
firm, as it now seems they may, the re- 
sult will be amazingly close, and no 
man or set of men can tell what the re- 
sult will be until the figures are all in 
and added tip. The Democrats guessed 
the Greenbackers right two and four 
years ago, but this campaign they have 
made two or three unfortunate dickers 
with them. 
Tbe last one is turning 


out worse than any of the others, and, 
as tbe Timfs correspondent predicted 
would be the case, the effect of the 
Yoagley-Jarvis sell-out has been dama- 
ging to the Democrats. They see now 
that they made a bad mistake, and are 
doing their best to rectify the error, 
but as yet without aval'. The rag-tag 
and bob-tail voters who compose this 
fiat party are highly incensed at the con- 
duct of Yeagley, and letters are pouring 
in upon the chairman of the national 
state committee by the hundreds, de- 
nouncing him in extravagant and high- 
ly-colored phraseology ol language as 
"Judas," " a trritor," "a Benedict Ar- 
nold," "a man beneath contempt," "a 
political cheat," and the like.

The Times 
correspondent called at the national 
headquarters to-day, and from Acting 
Chairman Brouse learned that Yeagley's 
place on the state ticket h^d been filled 
by the nomination of Francis T. War- 
ing, of Bluffton, all the members of 
the state central committee having sig- 
nified their choice by telegraph. 


i; Is there much feeling over this 


matter among your people?" asked the 
correspondent. 


" I should say there was feeling—a 


feeling of deep and bitter indignation."

I remember when we must not 


discuss the question of sfavery lest it 
should disturb the conservatism and 
tranquility of the south. 
I remember 


when it was said it would not'do to 
elect Abraham Lincoln. Why 
not? 


Because the south was solid against 
him [applause]; because it was contra- 
ry to the interests of the south; because 
he represented a sectional party: be- 
cause we proposed to discuss and vindi- 
cate the right of a constitutional ma- 
jority freely to discuss, freely to vote. 
fairly to be counted, and finally to dc 
cide. 
[Applause.] We were told we 


could not coerce a state, because it 
would hurt trade. 
Let me say to the 


business men of Cincinnati that there 
is no friendship in trade, and no sym- 
pathy at a bank. 
[Laughter.] 
The 


trade sent up from the south over your 
southern railroad is not sent because 
the southern people are as fond of you 
as Romeo was ot Juliet; but because 
where a man's treasure is, there is his 
heart. 
[Laughter.] 
Where it is to 


the interest of a community to go she 
will go, even if the whole city of Cin- 
cinnati should prostrate itself into the 
dust and sing psalms to the solid south. 
[Applause and laughter.] 
Those who 


pursue this argument will finally say 
with the colored brother, who found 
that he rolled in the dust, not before 
Whitfield but before another and total- 
ly different nym: 'Why. I've just soiled 
and 
nastied 
myself for 
nothing.' 


[Laughter.] It is this same spirit of 
which I speak that largely encouraged 
the rebellion. The southern political 
leaders are to-day engaged in bringing 
about and carrying on a condition of 
things second only to the rebellion in 
its lolly and its wrong [applause], and 
so far from its being kind to the south, 
or politic for Cincinnati, Ohio, or the 
north, or conservative and wise to en- 
courage what in one phase is known as 
tho solid south, time will shew that 
those are the real (riends of the south 
who beseech and urce them to break up 
that stupendous folly which we sec 
banded together as southern sectional- 
ism." 


The Senator made another telling 


point, in this locality particularly, when 
he came to speak of the legislative dis- 
turbances likely to be made in case the 
Democrats got in.

We are often asked to reprint the mem- 


orable rpeech of Colonel R. G. Ingersoll, 
delivered at the army reunicfo, at Indian- 
apolis, in September, 187C. We have 
printed it again and again, and still there 
U an unceasing demand for it. Millions 
of copies of that speech have been circu- 
lated, yet there is always an inquiry for 
it. We reprint one of its most striking 
passages : 


"The past rises before me like a dream. 


Again we are in the great struggle for na- 
tional life. 
We bear the sounds of prepa- 


ration—the music of 
the 
boisterous 


drums — the silver voices of heroic bugles. 
We see thousands of assemblages, and 
hear the appeals of orators ; we see Ihe 
pale cheeks of women, and the flush- 
ed faces of men ; and in those assembla- 
ges we see all the dead whose duet we 
have covered with flowers. We'losc sight 
of them no more. We are with them 
when they enlist with the great army of 
freedom. We see them part with those 
they love. Some are walking for the last 
time in quiet, woody places, wilh the 
maidens they adore. 
We hear the whis- 


perings and the sweet vows of eternal 
love as they IJDgcringly part forever. 
Others are bending over cradles, kissing 
babies that are asleep. Some arc parting 
with mothers, who hold them and press 
them to their hearts again and again, and 
say nothing ; and soine are talking with 
wives, and endeavoring with brave words, 
spoken in the old tones, to drive from 
their hearts the nwful fear. We see them 
part , we sec the wife standing in the 
door, with the babe in her arms— standing 
in the sunlight, sobbing ; at a turn in the 
road a band waves — she answers by hold- 
ing high in her loving arms the child. 
lie is gone, and forever. 


"We see iheni all as they march proud- 


ly away under the flaunting Hags, keeping 
time to the wild, grand music of war— 
marcLing down the streets of the great 
cities, through the towns and across the 
prairies down to the fields of glory— to do 
and die for the eternal right. 
"We go with them one and all. We 


are by their bides on all the goiy fields, in 
all the hospitals of pain, on till the weary 
marches. We stand guard with Itmn in 
the wild storm and under the quiet stars. 
\Ve are with them in ravines running wilh 
blood — in the furrow»of old fields. 
We 


arc with them between contending hosts 
unable to move, wild with thirst, the life 
ebbing 
slowly 
away 
among 
the 


withered leaves. We see them piercec 
by the balls and lorn nub shells in the 
trenches by the forts, and in the whirl 
wind of the charge, where uien become 
iron, with nerve of slt-ele. 


"We are with tbeui in the prisons o 


hatred and famine, but buiuun spuech can 
never tell what' they endured. 
" We ure borne wheu the news comes 


that they are dead 
We see the maiden 


m tbe shadow of her first soirow. W 
seetlbe silveied bend o£ tbc old man 
bowed with the last grief. 


"The piibi rises betore us, and we see 


foui millions ol human beings, govcrncc 
by Ihe lush — we see them bound bund auc 
loot — we hear me strokes of cruel whips 
— we see Ihe bounds trucking women 
through taugled swamps. We fcee bubes 
sold from the breasts of mother*. (Jiuelty 
unspeakable ' Outrage infinite 


"Four million bodies in chuios — foui

relulioos of wife, mothei, father and
